The 
outlook for amendment under present auspices at 
Washington is rather hopeless on account of the cir- 
cumstances of the enactment. The putative father 
of the law has ceased to be a headliner in the public 
prints, to be sure, and, in current reviews of the 
achievements of the extra session of the Congress, 
the income tax section of the tariff act are not 
especially emphasized. There is, at least, a sense 
of the unities of things somewhere in Washington. 
But, unfortunately, that sense is hardly likely to be 
allowed to develop to the point of acknowledgment 
of gross error and ignorance and of willingness to 
overcome the difficulties by the only sensible means,

It is a pity that, in the framing of the law, law 
vers, that is to say, hot mere graduates of law 
schools, or even individuals who had held office by 
virtue of having been admitted to the bar, but men 
ucequainted with the fundamental principles of law 
and with details of every-day business affairs and 
qualified to apply such acquaintance to the framing 
of any law were not allowed to have = greater 
weight than the result indicates. The Congress was 
warned months ago that the income tax measure 
was reeking with occasions for litigation, not litiga 
tion for the mere sake of litigation, or in opposition 
to an income tax principle, but litigation made ab 
solutely necessary by the characteristics of the meas 
ure, its crudities and its contradictions, The warn 
ing was hot confined to criticisms, Suggestions for 
the avoidance of unnecessary litigation were offered. 
They were unheeded, The consequence is a law that 
could not Lave been better devised deliberately for 
ihe purpose of giving employment to lawyers. Re 
sponsibility for whatever litigation may arise, turn 
ing either apon constitutional questions involved 
and threatening the integrity of the law or upon 
efforts to secure judicial interpretation of the mud 
dled thought in the act that has been intensified by 
the Treasury regulations, will rest upon the mem-

The mess made 
in enacting the income tax law, a radical departure 
us a permanency in fiscal policy, ought to put mem- 
bers of the Congress upon their guard as to currency 
legisiation. It should impress them with the danger 


of permitting suc) questions of fundamental inm- 
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portance affecting directly and indirectly the whole 
people of the country to be handled as party meas 
ures and of submitting, even as party men, to the 
dictum of a small group of leaders whose qualifica 
tions as such may be more political than practical. 
Secretary McAdoo’s optimism about the income 
tax is hardly shared by careful students who have 
followed developments since the introduction of the 
income tax measure in the Congress eight months 
ago. It is hardly justified by the exhibition which 
the Treasury Department has been making of itself 
in trying to handle the income tax muddle since 
October 3. It should not be allowed to become an 
influence either in suppressing persistent public agi 
tation against the income tax law as it stands, or 
against equally persistent and public pressure upon 
members of the Congress to prevent their making a

DEATH OF TWO UPBUILDERS. 


D EATH has been reaping a rich harvest during 

the last few years of men whom the nation 
could ill afford to spare. Much of this harvest has 
been due to the terrific strain under which the busi- 
ness leaders of the country have had to live; in part 
because of the fight of late years against railroads 
in State and National legislation; in part by the 
inability to secure money for needed improvements, 
and in part by the fact that the magnitude of the 
railroad and kindred enterprises of the day is al 
most greater than the power of man to manage. An 
old saw-maker in describing the way in which he 
had made the saw that had just won the highest 
prize at a world’s fair told the story of his method, 
and said that as he worked “I could feel my very 
life going into the saw.”

railroad leaders whose lives have meant so much for 


Finley and T. M. Emerson, two mighty 


Southern upbuilding, worked with such enthusiasm 
and such vigor that they could feel their very lives 
going into the railroads which they were endeavor 
ing to develop, and in the development of the South 
whose interests they had so deeply at heart. 

In the old days of Rome in the gladiatorial con 
test “thumbs up” meant cease the struggle and let 
the fallen foe rise, “thumbs down” meant death to 
the fallen. For many years unwise agitators have 
held “thumbs down” to many great business inter 
ests, and some of the mighty leaders, who had been 
doing things for the advancement of their country 
and the betterment of mankind, worthy to have 
given them high rank in the world’s esteem and 
freed them from the strain of meeting the “thumbs 
down” spirit, have been passing away. They have 
fought the great fight. Human nature could not 
stand the strain, and so, carrying a burden of re 
sponsibility little realized or appreciated by the men 
who have been so vigorous in attacking corporations 
and business interests generally, they are passing 
away. W. W. Finley, president of the Southern Rail 
way Co., a man of superb, heroic mold, keenly sensi 
thve to every criticism, sacrificing his life that he 
might save the property of the stockholders and 
make the Southern Railway safe for travel, and pro 
vide facilities for its traffic, and T. M. Emerson, 
president of the Atlantic Coast Line, who had been 
doing the same work on his road and in his terri 
tory for many years, both heard the final summons 
on the same day, and two of the men whom the 
South and the nation could ill afford to lose died 
within a few hours of each other. 

Rarely in the history of the South have two men 
of such commanding position in its material affairs 
died within so brief a period. Comparatively young, 
they ought to have been able for many yeurs to have 
given to their railroads and to the South the benefit 
ot their splendid work and their great equipment 
from long training and masterful leadership in the 
advancement of this section. Their death is a part 
of the toll that the nation is paying for unrelenting 
criticism, some of it due to misunderstanding of the 
situation, some to the fight of agitators having noth 
ing to lose and everything to win, and some to the 
difficulties of reshaping railroad management to meet 
the new standard of legality set during the last five 
or ten years. The railroad men of today have, more- 
over, had to carry the burdens of mismanagement in 
years past which gave a foundation for some of the 
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misunderstandings and some of the hostility of to 
day. 

In the life and death of Finley and Emerson there 
are many lessons to be learned, lessons which should 
be pondered well by the people. They were men who 
rose from the ranks by the sheer power of a ty 
and devotion to duty. A few moments after Mr 
Finley, following the death of President Spencer, 
had been called to the presidency of the Southern 
Railway, the writer met him and traveled wit! i 
for several hours, and the one thought of his talk 
was the burden of responsibility which had leey 
placed upon him. He realized the physical and finan 
cial needs of the road, he saw the storm brew ing, 
and he would have far preferred to step aside and 
not undertake to carry the tremendous burden which 
he saw would tax every fiber of his being. He could 
not possibly see far ahead, and he didn’t know iat 
disaster might come, but devotion to what he be 
lieved to be his duty, the call of those who felt aut 
he could save the situation, alone made him accept 
in those trying days the responsibility of the pres 
dency of the Southern Railway. Year by year he 
carried the burden, keenly sensitive to every 
cism, realizing fully his overwhelming responsi ty 
that the lives of the traveling public might be pire 
served, and realizing as few did what it mean: to 
build up his railroad and put it on a thoroughly ft 
and sound basis. The task at the best, even he 
had had the unswerving devotion of the publi nd 
the heartiest commendation of the men whose 
ests he was trying to serve, would still have be: 
Herculean one. To rebuild the road and to manage 
it even under the best conditions was a task big 
enough for a giant, even, but human strength faile 
when to the task was added the harassing probloms 
that had to be faced in Legislatures, State and N; 
tional. 

Several years ago the writer heard Presi 
Emerson at a banquet in North Carolina tell is 
story to illustrate the conditions under which he d 
other railroad men were working: 

“A visitor to the offices of a leading rail d

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LOUISIANA’S MINERAL RICHES. 


The State as a Sulphur, Oil, Gas and Rock 
Salt Producer. 


In one respect Louisiana stands pre-eminently in 
the lead of the States of the Union—that is, in the 
production of sulphur. Im 1904 the Frasch process for 

e recovery of sulphur from beds underlying a heavy 


y the 


cover of quicksand was put into operation | 
Union Sulphur Co. of Sulphur City, near Lake Charles, 
in Caleasieu parish Since that time approximately 
2.330,000 tons of refined sulphur have been recovered 
from the Louisiana deposits. Prior to 1904 the only 
domestic source of sulphur in quantity in the United 
States was pyrite, from which sulphurie acid is made 
direct, and nearly all of the sulphur used was im- 
ported from Sicily. At the present time the domestic 
output of refined sulphur, except from Louisiana, is a 
negligible quantity, and the quantity and value of the 
imports are insignificant compared with what they 
were 10 years ago. In 1903, one year before the pro- 
duction of sulphur in Louisiana began to exert an in- 
fluence upon the market, the imports of sulphur into 
the United States amounted to 191,033 long tons, 
valued at $3,709,690. In 1912 the imports were 29,927 
tons, valued at $583,974. On the other hand, the do- 
mestic production of sulphur in 1912 exceeded by more 
than 145,000 tons, or nearly 50 per cent., the imports 
of Sicilian sulphur in 1903, and was more than ten 
times the imports of sulphur in 1912. 

While Louisiana has almost a practical monopoly 
in the production of sulphur in this country, the State 
is also an important oil producer. Two years before 
the development of the sulphur resources at Sulphur 
City, prospecting for petroleum, which had followed 
the sensational strike of oil at Beaumont, Tex., in 
101, resulted in the discovery and development of 
several oil pools in the vicinity of Jennings, La. Since 
that time productive areas have been developed in sey 


the State, and Louisiana now ranks 


eral portions o 
sixth among the States in the quantity of oil produced 


and eighth in value. In the first two years of oil de 


velopment the production was less than 1,000,000 bar 
rels each year, but in 1904, the year in which the sul 
phnr industry asserted itself, the output of petroleum 


yproximated 5,000,000 barrels, and in 1905 that out 


put was trebled. The maximum production of petro 





leum was reached in 1911, when 10,720,420 barrels, 
reported. In 1912 the

duction is obtained from the Caddo district, near 
Shreveport, in the northwestern part of Louisiana, and
